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HE Delign which we engaged in fome Weeks fince , to endeavour the Anfwering any 
reafonable Queftion which fhould be propofed, was a Thing of fuch a Nature, as all 
the Ingenuous appeared highly pleafed with ; nor has the Efteem and Succefs it has bi- 
therto met in the World, given us any reafon to repent of our firft undertaking. There's 

notbing the Nature of Man is more defirous of, than Knowledg 5 he purfues it to a Fault, and will 
fly even so Hell it felf to advance it. However a juft profecution thereof by due means, is both 
lawful and highly commendable : And the firft and moft natural way to obtain this Knowledg, 
ss by Queftions and Anfwers, into which all Difputations, al/ Experiments, and every part of 
Philofophy are eafily refolved. Such a Defign therefore as this is, to communicate iinowledg 
more generally and cally than has been formerly done, and that of all kinds, as well Sacred as Hu- 
mane, cannot as bas been faid, but mect with a kind Reception from the ingenuous , if well 
performed; which is the main Queftion here. Now as ‘tis impoffible that any fingle Man fhould 
be equally learn'd in all Sciences, though be may have fome tolerable notion of whatever fhouid be 
propofed ; fo:while there were but one or two Perfons engaged in this Defign, it could not be ex= 
petted that all Queftions fhould be anfwered to equal fatisfaction ; and accordingly ‘tis nor to-be 
doubted, but difcerning Readers might fometimes find a great difference betwixt one and another : 
However this inconvenience we have now taken care to remedy ; and as we gave the publick, notice 
in fome former Advertifements, engaged fuch Perfons in the Affair, that what. would have been 
impar onus to avy One OT tWO, may now be di[patched with much more eafe and accuracy than before, 
And if fome things may appear more crudely exprefs'd in the Papers already pafs'd, the candor 
wherewith the Ingenuon received our imperfect Delign, will we hope be nor altogether unrewarded 
with what they may bere for the future be prefented with. There are indeed Jeveral forts of People, 
whom we have found not a little troublefom fince the beginning of this undertaking. Some there 
have been who have all along peltered us with impertinent Queftions; to fhew their Wit 5 others 
with rude ones ; for what Reafon is mot eafy to imagine, unlefs to make us acquainted with their good 
Nature; « third more dangerous than both, with Atheiftical ones, which fometimes but to mention 
in their Terms, would be like felling Poifon in the Street; to all that pafs thronghit. For the firlt 
Set of thefe, they may give us leave to ufe from henceforward a Judgment of Difcretion in an- 
fivering only fuch Quejtions as we think fhall deferve it , and we fhall be fo far from yielding to 
their repeated Importunities of inferting them, (a weakwels we may have been formerly guilty of,) 
that they muft e’en be condemned to that Contempt and Silence they merit, For the fecond fort of 
Cuftomers, thofe who are very abulive and angry , and who commonly fend us many kind Re- 
membrances, for which we owe them as many Thanks ; this was an Inconvenience eajily fore/cen 
at the firft undertaking, but which could nat difcourage us from the Profecution thereof. They feem in- 
deed to take it amifs that any fhould handle a Pen befides themfelves, and with a pretty fort of a Fa- 
miliar Bluntnefs, eaguire into our Library, though they make but unlucky Gueffes at it's and ‘tis ver 
probable take its Idea from their own, °Iwere dn eafy matter to anfwer thofe Civil People who abule 
at random whomfoever they but fufpect engaged in the Defign ; to anfwer that Queftion of theirs, 
What Common-place-Books we make ufe of for filling our Papers ? we might firft anfwer Com- 
mon-Senfe, a Book which perbaps they are not much acquainted with, any more than Civility.
